U. S. May Secure 
Scrap Steel From 
Rums In Germany

—A special 
house subcommittee 
initiates action today on a proposal 
to obtain scarce scrap steel from 
German 
bomb

dwindling supplies of the U. S. steel 
industry. 
The house group, headed by Rep. 
Macy <Ri N. Y., will conduct hear­ 
ings on the plan in the hope of 
spurring occupation officials into 
making available an estimated ten 
million tons of scrap in the British 
and U. S. zones. 
Officials of the war, state and 
commerce departments were sum­ 
moned by the subcommittee to dis­ 
cuss the plan which has been en­ 
dorsed by Maey. 
At outiined by the congressman, 
steel scrap from the rubble would 
be brought from Germany to the 
United States as ballast for mer­ 
chant vessels which return from 
Europe empty.

Would-be saboteurs engaged in 
a brief night skirmish with troops 
guarding the factory, at Cascine 
Soria, and then fled. Police are 
investigating the incident. 
A ministry of interior spokesman 
said that a false alarm of a raid 
occurred at the San Rocco gun­ 
powder factory near Milan when a 
flare exploded. 
He said that there had been 
no attack on the plant, and that 
the explosion caused no damage.

The measure is in line with the 
recent pension program agreed up­ 
on for John L. Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers. 
Dingell said the bill will call for 
the $100 a month pension for all 
workers except where the average 
wage in particular cases has been 
less than $125 a month. 
He said 
that in such cases the minimum 
benefit payable would not be less 
than 80 per cent of the average 
wage. 
He commented: 
"If retired miners need $100 a 
month to live, then other retired 
workers should receive the same 
annuity.”

criminal and civil contempt 
of court in defying щ in­ 
junction against the recent 
29-day soft coal strike. 
Federal Judge T. Alan 
Goldsborough p o s t p o n e d 
pronouncement of sentence 
until 10 a, m. (E8T) tomor­ 
row and announced that he 
would ask the government to 
recommend appropriate pun­ 
ishment. 
The jurist lashed out at (he de­ 
fense contention that the 400,000 
coal miners left their jobs volun­ 
tarily and declared that "beyond 
all reasonable doubt" Lewis called 
a strike 
Ridiculous Argument 
Goldsborough called the defense 
argument that there had been no 
strike "simply ridiculous". 
The jurist, who 18 months ago 
fined Lewis and the union a total 
of $3.510.000 oh a similar con­ 
tempt conviction, declared^ 
"The court thinks there is no 
difficulty about deciding that the 
evidence, 
beyond all 
reasonable 
doubt, and practically beyond all 
doubt, is sufficient to show that a 
strike was called, and. of course, 
is sufficient to show that the de­ 
fendants are guilty of criminal con­ 
tempt". 
Goldsborough 
declared 
that 
| Lewis called the miners away from 
the pits by a "wink, a nod, and the 
use of a code" instead of using the 
word “strike". 
No Indication Of Kind Of 
Pnniahmant ■ 
There was no immediate indica­ 
tion as to what punishment the 
justice department would recom­ 
mend 
The supreme court, in the 
1946 case, reduced the heavy fines 
levied by Goldsborough to a $700,- 
000 fine against the UMW and 
$10.000 against Lewis personnally. 
In 
finding 
Lewis guilty, 
the 
jurist said that he was announc­ 
ing a new rule of law, namely: 
"As long as a union is function­ 
ing as a union, it must be held re­ 
sponsible for the mass action of 
its members". 
Judge Goldsborough said he did 
not know whether this principle 
would he sustained by the higher 
courts but "there is no doubt of 
its soundness".

LIT’S GET Ilf STEP 
Next Sunday, April 25, moat of the citiea in Pennsyl­ 
vania and many in Ohio will adopt the so-called Daylight 
Saving Time. In population the figures are about 85 per 
cent of the state. A few localities will remain upon Eastern 
Standard Time, to the annoyance and inconvenience of the 
citizens. 
New Castle will be one of the few spots in Pennsyl­ 
vania where Eastern Standard time will be in existence. 
For a time at least, we will be an island of slow time in a 
tea of fast time. 
It seems ridiculous to suggest that New Castle should 
be the only city of its size in the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania to be on Eastern Standard Tim? when north, 
south, east and west of us communities are on Daylight 
Saving Time. 
Here in our own county, Ellwood City, Wampum and 
New Wilmington are adopting the Daylight Saving Time 
because of the annoyance of being on time different than 
their neighbors. 
New Castle should not be in the position of being “ all 
out of step but Jim.“ I t’s time wTe adopted a realistic atti­ 
tude in the matter. True, there might be a few inconven­ 
ienced by Daylight Saving Time but nothing like the 
number that will be inconvenienced by remaining on East­ 
ern Standard Time. 
At the primary election of Tuesday, April 27, the 
voters of New Castle will express their opinions on a modi­ 
fied Daylight Saving program for the city. The vote has 
no legal compulsion about it, but council has said it would 
aot in conformity with the public expression. 
If adopted, the modified Daylight Saving Time would 
be frotp June 1 through the month of August Parents 
would.apt be handicapped by children going to school an 
hour'earlier nor would the children be forced to go to bed 
earlier. The public schools will dismiss for the summer in 
the first week of June. 
While there is no legal compulsion about the result of 
the vote, it begins to appear that is the only way the city 
trip -a THvlight Saving Time even for the three-month 
t A B * . For that reason The News endovass the idea and 
" suggests that our citizens will do well to vote Yes. 
All around us—-in our own state, in the adjoining state 
* of Ohio, in our own county—communities will be on Day- 
' light Saving Time. Is there any reason why New Castle 
should be out of step with the timesf 
If we remain on Eastern Standard Time our industries, 
our banks, and particularly men who live in New Castle 
and work out of the city will be handicapped by it. 
This is not a matter of arguing as to whether or not 
Daylight Saving Time is proper as such. It is a time to 
realize that New Castle is lagging back of the parade. We 
should correct the matter at the polls on April 27. 
Let’s get in step! 


WASHINGTON, D. C , April 19 
—Let's say that we are beaming 
on Russia a television program 
which brings tHe sights and sounds 
of an American election year to the 
Russian people. And let's say that 
the Russians overthrow their gov-j 
ernment and establish a new one' 
along American lines. 
In order to get the right sort of 
president for the new Russian re­ 
public, the leaders lock themselves 
in a smoke-filled room and choose 
a nice guy who can play the piano 
and Is fond of the folks back home. 
Comrade President is put Into the 
Kremlin and told to behave as 
much as possible like his counter­ 
part In the White House 
Create Some Typical Problems 
In order to provide the proper 
stimuli and stage-setting, the lead­ 
ers Jiave to create some typically 
American problems as reported via 
television. 
First off, they dlv*de 
the population roughly into Repub­ 
licans and Democrats, instructing 
both factions to make life miser­ 
able for the other. 
The Russians, 
a naive and literal-minded people 
after so many years of Intellectual 
darkness, carry out these instruc­ 
tions to the letter. 
Partisan war­ 
fare becomes so rife that for 
months at a time the wheels of gov­ 
ernment stand still. 
There seem» to be needed, how­ 
ever. some further fissure' of the 
body politic if It is to meet Ameri­ 
can standards. 
So the Russian 
leaders declare that, regardless of 
party lines, the papulation is sub­ 
divided into classes and masses. 
White collar people must be re­ 
garded as villains by people with 
colored collars or with no collars 
at all. There must also be a Rus­ 
sian to play the role of a typical 
labor leader as depicted by the tele­ 
vision message. 
Prerequisites for 
the role are bushy eyebrows, a 
rumbling voice, a tasty disposition 
and a great desire to be a national 
nuisance. Such a man is brought in 
from Siberia, given his instructions 
and immediately the wheels of in­ 
dustry—like the wheels of govern- 
men—begin to run down. 
Going Along Famously Now 
Things are going along famouuly 
now 
The Russians In slavish Imi­ 
tation are behaving more and more 
like election year Americans. Down 
in 
the 
Russian 
southland 
the 
Ukraine—men are 
marching in 
night 
shirts and burning fiery 
crosses. 
In Moscow the Commir- 
sar of un-Russian 
Activities is 
smearing more reputations thin 
the fondest hopes had imagined 
was possible. 
In speeches hither 
and yon an ex-Commissor of Com­ 
merce is supplying comic relief to 
the otherwise serious picture. The 
iron curtain rattles like a ham 
door when the mules are kicking. 
Time has come, the leaders feel, 
for the Russians to have a general 
election of their own. 
Candidates 
are ordered to go all out in playing 
upon the whipped-up prejudices, 
fears, superstitions and excitement 
of their countrymen. 
One candi­ 
date accuses Comrade President of 
plotting to start a war. 
Another 
charges his rival with authoring a 
'■slave law ”. Still another declares 
that 
national 
security 
can 
be 
achieved by disarming the armed 
forces and giving away military se 
crets. Several candidates are run­ 
ning and saving that they aren't 
Premise Peace aad Prosperity 
Several others are running and 
saying nothing at all. 
All candi­ 
dates are promising peace and 
prosperity, and none is quite honest 


enough to say that peace and pros­ 
perity are not within the gift of any 
man or any party. 
Suddenly a great wave of bewil­ 
derment sweeps the Russian people. 
Is America really like this? 
Can 
any other nation really understand, 
much 
less Imitate, the strange 
workings of American democracy? 
Bewilderment is the proper feeling 
tor foreigners looking at America 
In the grip ef an election year. 
They are witnessing—and we are 
enacting—one of the wonders of 
the world

WANTED—UNITY 
It is altogether unfortunate that the unification of the 
* armed forces could not have produced a unity of under­ 
standing of the defense needs of the nation. Tliat it would 
produce unity was one of the arguments for unification 
that won support for the proposal in Congress. 
But unity has proved elusive, so there is a situation in 
Washington today which leaves the public bewildered. The 
people have become convinced that only through domi­ 
nance in the air can security be achieved. But apparently 
President Truman and Defense Chief Forrestal are not sold 
on all out air defense. Congrens is taking the side of Air 
Chief Symington in a controversy such as has not rocked 
Washington for years. 
Out of the hearings conducted by Congressional com­ 
mittees, the impression emerges that each of the services 
still regard its own role as preeminent and jtself as entitled 
to the bulk of the funds to be appropriated. In addition, 
there are sharp differences of opinion within the services. 
But apparently Symington is to have his 70-group air force, 
instead of the 55-group force recommended by Forrestal. 
General Bradley, speaking for the Army, voices con­ 
cern lest the interest in air power cause Congress to lose 
sight of his plug for either universal military training or 
an Army of at least 1,500,000 men. 
This spectacle of mixed advice and general confusion 
ought to have been avoided. When the services were com­ 
bined, it was hoped and expected that a unified security 
program would be formulated.^Tliat was one of the argu­ 
ments in favor of the merger. Apparently, however, the 
professional militarists are putting their careers first and 
the nation’s security in secondary position. Only Congress 
can bring order out of chaos, which it is proceeding to do.

New Claaa Far Aviation Cadets 
With Many Opportunities To 
Start Early in July 


Another class of Aviation Cadets 
In the Reactivated Aviation Cadet 
Program which is open to veterans 
will start July 1, according to 
M/Sgt. Charles P. Walsh, of the 
local US Army and US Air Force 
Recruiting Station announced to­ 
day.

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MAKE CLOTHES ADJUSTABLE 
FOR GROWING CHILDREN 
* Plan carefully when you do your 
spring sewing for growing chil­ 
dren. if you want the clothes you 
make to fit well for a few months 
from now. Some mothers make 
clothes too large for their boys 
and girls to allow for the children's 
growth. Garments that are too 
i large are just as uncomfortable as 
clothes that are too small. 
When selecting fabrics for mak- 
! ing children’s garments, choose de- 
! signs which can be matched easily 
at seams without wasting material. 
When cutting out the pattern, al­ 
low for front and back fullness, 
loose sleeves, and other features 
which will make the garment more 
; roomy without spoiling the ap­ 
pearance and fit. However, cut 
the neck and shoulders of every 
garment to fit well. 
Five inches may be allowed for 
the hem in a growing girl's dress. 
Slips also should be made with 
wide hems. If there is not enough 
fabric to allow a wide hem, a short 
slip may always be lengthened by 
adding a ruffle or embroidered 
edging. When making panties, cut 
them two Inches longer than the 
pattern 
indicates 
between 
the 
waistline and crotch. A large tuck 
will take up the surplus until you 
need to make the panties larger. 
Pleats or gathers 
across the 
front and back of a little girl’s 
dress provides room for action and 
growth. Raglan sleeves are a good 
choice because they do not limit 
the stretch of the arm and they are 
less likely to tear out at the under­ 
arm seam. 
Blouses for the small boy should 
be cut so they are long enough to 
allow the buttons that fasten the 
waist to his trousers, to be lowered 
several times. A wide hem on 
the bottom of the blouses serves as 
a stay for the buttons. Children’s 
overalls should be fitted so that 
the child has plenty of room for 
stooping, 
reaching, or climbing. 
Adjustable 
straps with two or 
more buttonholes, or buckles will 
allow for lengthening or shorten­ 
ing.

Congress Most 
Put Brakes Ob' 
Huge Spating 


HARRISBURG, April 19.—<INS> 
—Ths Pennsylvania State Chamber 
of Commerce warned today that a 
congressional 
"spending 
spree” 
would nullify the personal Income 
tax exemptions effective May 1. 
"We are only kidding ourselves 
if we think we can cut taxes by 
four billion, 800 million dollars, 
and make It stick, without at the 
same time putting the brakes on 
spending." said General Secretary 
Leonard P. Fox. 
The chamber said evidence that 
so-called 
"big spending" 
forces 
may be getting the upper hand in 
Congress was the addition of 102 
million dollars to the army's civil 
functions budget for flood control 
and rivers and harbors improve­ 
ment and the 101 million dollars 
increase in agricultural appropria­ 
tions over the amount asked by 
President Truman. 
Heavy Spending 
"If Congress goes through with 
these record expenditures, and ap­ 
plies the same liberality to other 
appropriations still 
pending, its 
announced 
budget—cutting 
pro­ 
gram will go out the window." said ; 
Fox. 
"President Truman requested a 
record-high peace time budget of 
39 billion 700 million dollars but 
Congress promised to pare this 
down when it adopted an expendi­ 
ture ceiling of 37 billion 300 mil­ 
lion dollar* 
"The administration has since 
asked for three billions additional 
for military preparedness, making 
It more urgent than ever that non- 
military outlays he cut to th# 
bone,” Fox asserted. 
The increased construction ex­ 
penditures proposed under army 
civil functions "could only put fur­ 
ther pressures on scarce building 
material* and thus hid up prices," 
said Fox. 
He asserted that the need was 
for more housing and not expan­ 
sion of river, harbor and flood con­ 
trol construction "to a level far 
above that of the pre-war period."

Defective vision, adenoids, and 
enlarged tonsils are apt not to be 
discovered until the child enters 
school. Here comes an important 
necessity for guidance on the part 
of the primary teacher. Through 
the aid of the medical Inspector, 
and the school nurse, the defects 
should be discovered and through 
the parents, corrected. Guidance in, 
health habits is needed. This be­ 
comes a particular problem of the 
health teacher. 
Among children entering school 
for the first time are likely to be 
some who are sub-normal. Some 
j that are educable to a certain de- 
1 gree and can master some of the 
| simpler elements of the curriculum. 
These, the teacher must earlv dis- 
j cover and then adapt her teac hing. 
; both in content and method, to 
j meet the need of such pupils. Many 
I times the parent may be unaware 
; of the pupil’s lack of ability, and it 
becomes the problem of the teacher 
to so inform the parent as to hold 
the good will and secure the Coop­ 
eration of the parent. 
It would appear that guidance In 
the elementary school is of more 
importance than is usually realized 
Large numbers of pupils withdraw 
from the secondary school every 
year for no other reason than the 
inabilitv to become adjusted to its 
procedure and purpose. Many of 
the maladjustments are the result 
of non-learning difficulties which 
should have been corrected in the 
elementary grades, or the result of 
habits or attitudes which have 
their beginning in physical defects 
which should have been remedied 
in the elementary school.
